The report A\ill recommend legisla- 


tion for the dissolution of the United 
States Sieel Corporation as a monop- 
oly on raw material within the dellni- 
tion of the Sherman anti-trust law un- 
der the recent decision of the Supremo 
Court and as a holding" company in de- 
fiance of a former decision in the case 
of the Xorthern Securities Company, a 
•allroud combination. 


It will also recommend: 
"Federal incorporation and registra- 


tion of all industrial corporations doing 
an interstate business with the right 
of federal Inspection such as is now 
exercised over federal banks. 


"That the states be given the right 


to control the tax to be levied on cor- 
porations and the character of Its busi- 
ness. 


"Legislation 
prohibiting 
national 


banks from participating as corpora- 
tions in industrial combinations and 
•will provide criminal penalties for In- 
terlocking1 directorate boards. 


"Legislation prohibiting In the fu- 


ture the acquisition by any individual 
or corporation rof mineral rights or 
properties, whether In public or in pri-

monopoly within the definition of the 
law." 


Delay In the presentation of the re- 


port was directly due to the hope on 
tho part or Chairman Stanley that J. 
P. Morgan would return to the United 
States In time to testify.

country to escape appearance

the committee," said Chairman Stan- 
ley today. "I am not without hope that 
we will be able to summon him." 


It will be stated in the report that 


Mr. Morgan organized the 
National 


Tube Company as the first steel trust. 
That It had a practical monopoly on 
the manufacture of steel tubes and 
that John D. Rockefeller 
owned,
